TENNESSEE'S BARS AND STRIPES MINT... 


Often, when a convict has time on his hands, his gen- 
ius can rival that of Edison, Westinghouse, or Ford. 
Sam Howerton had all but given up hope of escape or 
release. He was confined to a maximum security cell 
in the Tennessee State Prison at Nashville, serving 
his sentence for murder. 


Howerton's goal was not lofty; just a little spend- 
ing money for an occasional cigarette or candy bar. 
But there was little way to earn spending money in 
prison in 1913, so Howerton concentrated on making 
his own. 


The prison workshop proved source rich - a little 
plaster of Paris, scraps of solder, pieces of elec- 
tric wire, a flat piece of metal and Howerton had 
the workings of a modest mint. Sam Howerton never 
dreamed of wealth; he only wanted a little pocket 
change. 


By means of a wire attached to the electric outlet | 
in his cell, the prisoner fashioned a way to melt 
the solder, but his trial dies left much to be de- 
sired. Howerton hid his plaster molds as he pon- 
dered how to improve his product. Regrettably, 
prisons harbor many obstacles to progress. One that 
Howerton overlooked was the stool pigeon. A fellow 
inmate, perhaps out of jealousy, reported the would- 
be coin maker and that brought an end to the mint 

in the Tennessee State Prison.

GOLD IN MILITARY HARDWARE 


Gold continues to play a diverse and crucial role in 
military hardware, as evidenced by it's use in the 
Gulf War. 

Thin coatings of gold are used in the canopies of 
aircraft because it reflects infra red or heat rays 
of the sun more efficiently than any other material. 
An invisible layer of gold isplaced between layers 
of the composite acrylic plastic canopy to reject 
the suns heat in fighter planes such as the F-14. 


In bombers like the B-52 and B-1, the gold layer 
also carries electrical current which heats the com- 
posite windshield to eliminate frost. 


Similar gold coatings are also used in commercial 
aircraft to reflect the sun and heat the windshield. 


The much-praised Patriot missile also relies on gold. 
Deep within the missiles nose is paper-thin gold 
circuitry essential to its function. The circuitry 
is a sophisticated version of those found in com- 
puters and cellular telephones. 


In the missiles, the circuitry is compressed into 
incredibly thin layers of gold, sandwiched between 
equally thin layers of ceramic insulation.

A number of things of interest from A.N.A. - a design 
competition for the gold and silver commemorative coins 
to be issued next year by the U.S, Mint for the James 
Madison Memorial Fellowship Foundation. The designs 
will be accepted in Orlando FL, during the ANA conven- 
tion, as well as by mail until August 31, by mailing 

to the U.S. Mint, Room 715, Judiciary Square Building, 
633 Third St, NW. Washington DC 20220. Six designs 
will be selected for the $5 gold, silver half-dollar, 
and $1 silver coins, obverse and reverse of these 3 
medals. SDNS does have artists in their midst - so con- 
tact me if you want more details. 


The official ANA convention medal design will carry 
the Lamp of Knowledge as the official logo - as well 
as an outline of the state of Florida, superimposed 
over a map of the United States. The obverse side 
was taken from a yignette that appeared on a $4 note 
issued by the Bank of FLorida at Tallahassee in 1844, 
and has on it an alligator on the bank of a stream, 
with an early steam-powered train crossing a bridge 
in the background. Cost of a 2-piece medal set will 
be $34. ¢¢ ordered by mail BEFORE July 15 (add $3 for 
postage) and sold for $36 at the convention.

The tenth wooden token on the Hawaiian Endanger- 
ed Wildlife Series features the 'I'iwi. 


These bright-colored birds are found in the 
forests of the Big Island of Hawaii, Maui, 

and Kauai. They are rarely seen on Oahu and 
Molokai. A native bird of Hawaii, these Hawaii- 
an honeycreepers feed on the nectar of blos- 
soms of the flowering 'Ohi'a-Lehua trees and 
other exotic flowering plants in the high 
mountain elevations. These birds have a bright 


the bird of Hawai'i (continued) 


red feathered breast with a pinkish-yellow 
curved bill. The wings are black with a 
patch of white on the inner flight feathers. 


The rich colored red feathers of the II'iwi 
were once the primary source of feathers used 
by the great Hawaiian chiefs and priests’ to 
make ornamental garments. 


The 'I'iwi birds have a harsh, loud squeaky 
call, somewhat like a rusty hings of a door, 
Similar to the mynah bird. . 


The reverse of the wooden token features the 
"Ohi'a-Lehua flower. A native plant of Hawaii, 
they are abundant in all levels of Hawaiian 
rain forests. The flowers bloom in beautiful 
reddish and yellowish colored pom-poms. 


The Lehua blossoms are a sacred flower of the 
volcano goddess of fire, Pele. The old Ha- 
waiians would say that if you picked them, it 
would surely rain. Many stories and songs of 
the 'Ohi'a-Lehua were written in old Hawaii. 


The beautiful hard wood of the 'Ohi'a trees 
were used to make canoes, bowls, furniture 
and other attractive items.

SIDE (PREFERABLY THE UNDATED SIDE) AND PINFUNCHED GENEFALL Y 
BY THE GIVER. AS ENGRAVING SELILLS BECAME MORE FOFULAF, THE 
LOVE TOFENS BEL AME MUFE BEAUTIFUL AND USED FOF A NUMBEF OF 
ADDED FUFFOSES. 


BEFORE LONG, LOVE TOKENS WEFE MADE FOF MEMBERS GF THE f AMILY 
OF OTHER LOVED ONES. THEN THEY WERE MADE TO COMMEMORATE 
VARIOUS EVENTS, SUCH AS BIFTHS, DEATHS, BAPTISMS, FFISON 
SENTENCES, HANGINGS, SCENES, OFCUFATIONAL SKILLS, FLOWERS, 
ETC. SIMULTANEOUSLY, JEWELRY FIECES MADE FROM COINAGE CAME 
INTO BEING IN THE FORM OF NECKLACES, BRACELETS, EARRINGS, 
CUFFLINGS, FINS, STICK PINS, WATCH FOES, BUTTONS, ETC. 


THE CUSTOM IN THIS COUNTRY BEGAN NEAR THE BEGINNING OF THE 
CIVIL WAR AND BECAME EXTREMELY POPULAF UNTIL 1908 WHEN THE 
MINT COULD NOT KEEP DIMES IN CIRCULATION AND HAD CONGRESS 
PASS A LAW MAKING IT ILLEGAL TO MUTILATE COINAGE. EVEFY 
DENOMINATION OF COIN ISSUED BY THE UNITED STATES WAS USED TO 
MAKE LOVE TOKENS. BY FAR: MOST FOPULAR WAS THE SILVEF DIME, 
THEN THE SILVER QUARTER, HALF-DOLLAF, DOLLAR, AND ALL 
DENOMINATIONS OF GOLD COINS. THE CUSTOM WAS NEVER RESUMED 
FOR TWO REASONS, FIRST, THE COIN HAD LITTLE BUYING FOWEF IN 
TODAY’S ECONOMY AND SECOND, THE METALLIC VALUE OF TODAY'S 
CONIS IS NIL. 


THE RECIPIENTS OF THESE LOVE TOKENS ARE NOW ALL JUST ABOUT 
DECEASED, AND MANY HEIRS HAVE LITTLE SENTIMENTAL FEELING FOF 
TOKENS LEFT TO THEM. SINCE THE TOKENS ARE MUTILATED, THEY 
NO LONGER HAVE ANY NUMISMATIC VALUE, AND BEING MUTILATED DO

IN 1972 A GROUP OF LOVE TOKEN COLLECTORS FORMED THE LOVE 
TOKEN SOCIETY. IT’S MISSION IS TO PROMOTE THE COLLECTING OF

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MEETING NEWS 


A small crowd attended the 662nd meeting of SDNS - 
VP Jim Parker presided for John Lenker, who was there 
but not quite up to speaking to preside. 


Announcements included information on California State 
Numismatic Assn meeting with San Jose Coin Show in 
late January, and on the bus trip on March 20th to 
attend CSNA 25th anniversary Symposium in Fullerton. 


Dorothy Baber and Peggy Parker will be in charge of 
the Christmas dinner on Dec. lst. The Society will 
furnish the meat dish. 


Motion was made and carried that the Annual installa- 
tion dinner be held on meeting night instead of Satur- 
day. Inquiries will be made for the Sizzler on El 
Cajon Boulevard, where it was held this year. 


Jim Hunt and Kay Lenker were appointed as Nominating 
committee to present a slate of officers for 1993. 
Officers to be elected are President, Vice President, 
and two 3-year Board members. 


It was also voted to have an additional attendance 
prize, to be drawn until it is claimed. Several of 
the members offered to donate the first prizes. 


Chuck Luce provided the program, enlightening the mem- 
bers on CHOPPED COINS. He said there is very little 
reference material on chopped coins, and with the death 
of Frank Rose, it is unlikely that his book will be 
up-dated. Chuck said that ‘chopping’ started in trade 
with the Orientals who liked silver coins, and pre- 
ferred the Mexican dollar. Merchants passing on coins 
had to attest to their fineness. For the most part, 
chops are indented, but some are embossed. 


Exhibits included Chuck's examples of chopped coins 
and a Cataline Trade Dollar brought by Jim Hunt. 


Dorothy Baber won the COINS of the month, and then 
delicious homemade pies were furnished and served by 
Pat and Jack Hook. 
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CALIFORNIA'S INDIAN WEALTH....... | 


Before credit unions, banking conglomerates, gold fever 
and greenback greed, wealth was more simply defined. 
California Indians banked on Nature's bounty and bar- 
ter was their first stock exchange. 


Acorns, deer meat and clamshell tools 'bought" San 
Diego's coastal Kumeyaay Indians salt, red ochre, mel- 
ons and sweet agave from desert peoples. Mountain Kuem- 
yaay traded pine nuts, deer hides and rabbit skins for 
the chert knives, stemmed projectile points and soap- 
stone wares of the coastal and island Chumash of faraway 
Santa Barbara. 


The highly developed Chumash Indians eventually went be- 
yond barter, minting Southern California's first true 
money and cornering the market on the areas native wealth. 
They carved olivella shells into bead money, strung the 
beads and counted this cash by the 'ponco', a length 

that wrapped once around a man's hand. In historic 
times, ¢ight poncos equalled one Spanish dollar. 


As payment for their goods, other tribes gladly pocket- 
ed shell money from coastal Indians. The Mohave hiked 
for weeks, from California's eastern deserts, to the sea 
to sell red paint cakes, clay pottery and woven cotton 
blankets for strings of shells. 


San Joaquin Valley's Yokut Indians got into the money 
market with their own hard currency, black obsidian, 
valued by the length of the blade. Rarer red obsidian 
and white flint, too, were cold cash to coastal Indians 
wanting to ‘own a piece of the rock." 


Another popular California native stone currency was 
red magnesite, shaped into cylinders, then baked and 
burnished to lustrous beads. Polished cylinders of 
white, lavendar and violet shell hinges were also con- 
verted into high-class cash by Indians mining the 
Pacific Ocean's wealth. 


Central and Southern California Miwok, Pomo and South- 
ern Maidu tribes minted clamshell 'coins' up to an 
inch in diameter. 


In Northern California, however, clam disks and shell 
money from the south weren't worth a plugged nickel 
to the Yuroks, California's most wealth-conscious 
tribe. Tubular dentalium shells from even farther 
north earned high interest with the Yuroks, who de- 
vised a complex valuation system based on quality, 
size and number of shells per string, measured from 
thumb tip to shoulder top. 


Among the Yuroks, a big spender paid plenty for a 
wife. One 1925 historical account put the bride 
price at 10 dentalium shell strings, 50 woodpecker 
scalps, several obsidian blades and a boat - no small 
change, even for people who banked with the common- 
wealth of Mother Nature.
